1. Microbial Interaction in Agriculture and 
Forestry, Vol. II is the edited book. N. S. Subba 
Rao, formerly Head and Project Director of the 
Microbiology Division, Indian Agricultural 
Research Institute, New Delhi, well known for his 
research in the field of Biological Nitrogen Fixation 
and Biofertilizer Technology and Y. R. 
Dommergues, Director of Research Emeritus 
(CNRS, France), former Head, Laboratory of 
Tropical Forest Symbioses at ORSTOM, Dakar, 
Senegal and at CIRAD-foret, Nogent-sur-Marne, 
Franoe, well known for his domain in Soil 
Microbiology are the editor of this book. This edited 
book constitute 12 chapters written by eminent 
National and International Scientists and researchers 
based on their experiences of their original piece of 
research work carried out as per the modern 
techniques and plants/organisms like. Membrane 
or Liquid Hybridization Assay (MHA or LHA) on 
target sequencing of purified DNA or rRNA, 
Polymerase Chain Reaction (PCR), Genetically 
Modified (GM) plants and Genetically Modified 
Organisms (GMO) or Genetically Engineered 
Organism (GEO) under various Environmental 
Conditions. Topics on insect, pests and disease 
resistance and biological control, taxonomic 
enumeration, actinorhizal symbiosis, acquired 
defense mechanisms for systemic disease resistance 
to ward off and downy mildew diseases, micro¬ 
habitation around root region (rhizosphere, 
rhizoplan) and increase in crop yield by Plant 
Growth Promoting Rhizobacteria (PGPR) in non- 
leguminous plants under varying ecological and 
physiological conditions have been well described.
